garation of Our pleaſure in thiskinde, we ſhall expect and require from all Our Subiects, that due 
KF  ooticebe taken, and that a ſtrict and continued obedtence and confo2mity bee yeelded thereunto in all 
feeding times. 
And therefoze woe do ſtraitly Charge and Command all and euery perſon and perſons whatſo- 
mer, to whom it may appertaine, carefully to pꝛouide and ſee, that theſe Oꝛders following may bee 
-» duely oblerued and put in execution, vpon paine of Dur high diſpleaſure,andſuch penalties as by the 
-Lawesof this Pur Realme map bee inflicted vpon the Offenders foꝛ their contempt oz neglett of 
Az and Dur Lawes, whereof we ſhall ſhew Our lelues moſt ſenſible, 
And ürſt, wheras We finde that the chiefeſt cauſe of theſediſozdexs hath growen fromthe Licences 
hat haue bin granted to Butchers to kill and vtter fleſh contrary to Law, and that by Our Lawes 
no Maioꝛ, Juſtice of Peace, oz other perſon, of what degree oꝛ qualitie ſoeuer, can grant any Licence 
in this kind, and that the Loꝛds and others of Our Pꝛiuie Councell, doe by our direction fozbeare 
d d grant the lame. oꝛ to giue way thereto ; Our will and pleaſure is, vpon the penalties pꝛouided by 
Na w, and ſuch further puniſhment to be inflicted vpon the Offenders,as ſhall be thought meet, that 
nu luch Licence ſhall be granted foꝛ the killing oꝛ vttering of Fleſh, And that no Butcher oꝛ other 
perſon whatſoeuer, doe by colour thereof, kill, vtter, oz put to ſale, any fleſh contrary to the Lawes

inflictedon thoſe as ſhall wilfully offend in this kinde, 
jastheſe Ozders are to be executed in the City of London, and places neere tothe lame, So is 
Pelle Pleaſure and Commandement, That Our Juſtices of Peace in all Shires within

Wlaſly, fo: that the Fichmongers ( vpon the obſernation of the afozeſatd©2ders) may per- 
aue octaſion thereby to enhance the pꝛites as well of freſh as of Sea fiſh, wee doe therefoze 
wylurther charge and command all Fiſhmongers whatſoeuer, That they ſell and veter their 
moderate and vſuall Rates and pꝛices: And that all Juſtites of Peace, Yayozs,Wayliftes, 
er Our Offers as well within Liberties as without, to whom it ſhall appercaine, ſhall 
om time to time ſuch ozder with the ſad Fiſhmongers,that Our Subtects be not grieued 
lach enhancement oꝛ entreaſe of pꝛites vponfiſh, vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and 
Nurther puniſhment as may be inflicted vpon them by Our Lawes,
